P hiladelphia 
, N ov. 14. — Ex -Post- 
uiaster General John W auam aker Sat­ 
urday issued a statem ent in reference 
to cue announcetuciit made by Senator 
t^uay on Thursday. 
Mr. W auam aker says th at Senator 
Quay has interpreted the result of the 
receut election as his personal trium ph 
aud vindication, ” while tbe truth is the 
receut election is a most sig mticaut re­ 
buke and defeat of Senator Quay and 
all he repre.-ents.” 
The ex -postmaster g eneral says that 
thoug h Quay’s candidate for g overnor 
was eiecteu, he received a m inority of 
the votes cast for the office, and “ w hat 
is more sig nificant,” he ooutinnes, “ is 
that at least io o of the 254 members of 
the nex t leg islature are pledg ed to vote 
ag ainst Senator Quay.”

HOW THE BURNED SUPREME COURT 
CHAMBER LOOKED. 
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The cbutnbcr of the supienie court of 
the United States, now a black ruin, 
was designed for the senate and wa.s 
used as a senate chamber from 1800 un­ 
til 1859 , when the new wing was com­ 
pleted. During that period the supreme 
court used a ball underneath, afterward 
emplovid for the storage of records. 
Designed by Latrobe, the supreme court 
cbamlier is'75 feet long by 45 feet wide. 
It is suriiionnted by a half dome, flu* 
center fif which is 45 feet above the 
floor level. 
In its general aspect this 
apaitmcnt resembles statuary hall, lur- 
meriy the hail of representatives, but 
it is smaller. 
Flanked by columns of variegated 
gray Potomac marble rests the seat of 
the cti^f ju.'^tice, mounted on a dais 
and draped with heavy crimson cur­ 
tains.

In the south of the continent the Orange 
Free iState and the Transvaal republic 
are indisputably autonomous so far as 
local self government is cuucerned. We 
should further mention that Abyssinia 
retains its iudepeudence, although it is 
now entirely cut. off from the sea. With 
the exceptions here noted, the vast ex 
pause of Africa, comprising nearly 12,- 
000,000 square miles, is distributed 
among European powers which have 
either annexed the soil or establisluKl 
an avowed nr virtual protectorate over 
it or else set oJaiiii to it as falling within 
their spliHre.s of iuffueuce. 
Let us see bow the division has been 
made. 
For the present and until Eng­ 
land shall assimie a protectorate over 
Egypt France has ostensibly the larger 
share. 
Including Madagascar, her ter­ 
ritory IS estimated at 3,300,000 s<|uare 
miles, but almost half of this is repre­ 
sented by the French section of the Sa­ 
hara, which Lord Salisbury euphemis­ 
tically described as “ very light soil.” 
Algeria and Tunis of ctmrso are beld by 
right of cnixiuest, and in west Africa 
France piissesses a long line of coast, 
from a little to the north of Oape Blanco 
round to the British Gold C(» ast colony, 
interrupted, however, by such patches 
as British (iamhia, Portuguese Guinea, 
Liberia and Sierra Leone. The whole of 
the Niger above Say is French, and 
nearly all the oouutry within the great 
i bend of the river is claimed by her. 
France also claims the entire region 
north of a line drawn from Say to J^ake 
Tchad, the eastern shore of which body 
of water adjoins French Kongo.

tastem boundary of French Kongo is. 
according to the English, the divide be­ 
tween the waters of the Kongo and the 
Nile, but according to the French should 
be pushed eastward so as to include at 
least a part of the Bahr-el-Ghazal oonn- 


commiinicarion with the interior of Af­ 
rica by means of railways, 
in South 
Africa a line has been carried across 16 
degrees of latitude from Caije Town to 
Bulawayo. 
It is this which Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes hopes to extend through the 
heart of Africa until it reaches Lake 
Victoria. 
The line from Momba.sa on 
the east coast has already passed the one 
hundred and twentieth mile and is ex 
pected within six j^ears to reach its ter­ 
minus on Lake V’'ictoria, a distance of 
65H miles from the Indian ocean. 
The 
line from Beira to Salisbury has already 
cros.« ed the boundary between the Por­ 
tuguese territory and MashonHluud. The 
Nile V'alley railway, although built 
with a military aim, 
will now he 
available fur commercial purposes. 
It 
is to be extended at least as tar south as 
Khartum and is to have a branch to 
Snakiu. 
Tlit Belgian railway, which 
connects the estuary of the Kongo w’itb 
Stanley Pool, is now completed and bus 
a length of some 250 miles. A consider­ 
able traffic already exists on it, and 
there can be no doubt that with trains 
reaching the middle Kongo, with its 
thousands of miles of navigable water­ 
ways, a great impetus will be imparted 
to trade in the heart of the dark conti­ 
nent.—New York Sun.

The corner stone of the First Pente­ 
costal chnrch of Pittsburg was laid yes­ 
terday afternoon in a drenching rain. It 
w ill interest, East Liverpool, because 
Rev. J .

In the box was placed a copy of the Bi­ 
ble, a list. of the names of the officers 
and members of the church and Sab­ 
b ath school, a history of the organiza­ 
tion, three religious papers and a copy 
of the m inutes of the th ird annual 
meeting of the Pentecostal Church of 
America. 
A fter the stone w as pot into 
place a prayer was offered, and after a 
song the crowd was dismissed. 
There are only 30 churches of the P en ­ 
tecostal denomination in the U nited 
States, each church being independent 
and governed by the pastor aud congre­ 
gation. 
All belong to the Association 
of Churches of America, which is m ere­ 
ly an advisory body.

One of the extraordinary phenomena 
of tho last half of the nineteenth cen­ 
tury is the suddenness w ith which the 
long im penetrable secrets of the dark 
continent have been disclosed. 
Po far 
I as the interior of Africa was concerned, 
| the m aps made as late as 40 years ago 
{told us but very little more than did 
I those constructed 350 
years earlier, 
I when the rounding of the Cape of Good 
I Hope by the Portuguese had been made 
known to the geographers. 
W ith the 
exception of a thin fringe on the western 
and eastern coasts, the whole body of 
the continent between the lim its of 
Cape Colony and the countries border­ 
ing the M editerranean was almost en­ 
tirely unknown. All the immense addi­ 
tions th at have been since made to onr 
knowledge of inner Africa are m ainly 
due to the explorations w hich began 
w ith Livingstone’s journey to the Zam ­ 
bezi in 1854-7. By Angust, 1884, how­ 
ever, the basins of the Nile, Kongo, 
Niger, Zambezi aud Limpopo river*, to­ 
gether w ith all the great lakes, bad been 
fairly w ell described, and since then ex­ 
ploration bas been prosecuted on snub a 
scale th at there is now but little left to 
discover. 
In the year last named, at the Berlin 
conference, began the process of p arti­ 
tion, the results of which have justified 
the saying that, whereas during the 
eighteenth century Europeans were en­ 
gaged in taking Africans from Africa, 
they have been employed during the 
nineteenth in taking Africa from the 
Africans. 
W hat m ay be term ed unap­ 
propriated Africa has been reduced to 
very narrow dimensions. 
It includes 
the eastern portion of the Sahara south 
of Fezzan, but this, w ith the exception 
of the Tibesti highlands, *is a hopeless 
desert until, on its southern border, we 
reach the semicivilized Sudanese sultan­ 
ate of W adai, which is, a t present, inde­ 
pendent, tiut whioh ultim ately.no doubt, 
will be claimed by France. As for Dar­ 
fur. Kordofan, the Babr-ei-GhazaJ re­ 
gion and, in short, all of the territory 
which once belonged to the khedive, 
this will probably be recovered by Egypt 
in the course of two or three years. 
There is also a sm all disputed area in 
West Africa 
It consists of a patch be­ 
hind the B ritish Gold Coast colony, 
Ashanti and the Germ an Togoland, con­ 
sisting m ainly of the kingdom of Mossi 
G reat Britain claim s a part of this 
patch, 
and, 
quite recently, Germany 
and Frauce came to an agreement us to 
the lim its of Togoland 
We should add 
that Liberia, the negro repnblic, is still 
nom inally independent, though France 
has cut down her territory to 14,600 
square miles. 
Through the jealousy of the powers 
interested, Morocco rem ains as yet un- 
anuexed, and the Turkish pasha]ic of 
Tripoli, which includes Barca aud the 
oasis of Fezzan, is, for a like reason, 
perm itted to reinaiu Turkish territory 
In the south of the continent the Orange 
Free State and the Transvaal republic 
are indisputably autonomous so far as 
local self governm ent is concerned. We 
should further mention th at Abyssinia 
retains its independence, although it is 
Dow entirely cut. off from the sea. W ith 
the exceptions bere noted, the vast ex 
pause of Africa, comprising nearly 12,- 
000,000 square miles, is distributed 
among European powers which have 
either annexed the soil or established 
an avowed or virtual protectorate over 
it or else set claim to it as failing w ithin 
th e ir spheres of influence. 
Let ns see bow the division has been 
I made. 
For the present and until Eng- 
1 land shall assume a protectorate over 
j Egypt France has ostensibly the larger 
I share. 
Including Madagascar, her ter­ 
rito ry is estimated a t 8,800,000 square 
; miles, but almost half of this is repre­ 
sented by the French section of the Sa­ 
hara, which Lord Salisbury euphem is­ 
tically described a s ‘‘very light soil.” 
Algeria aud Tunis of course are beld by 
right of conquest, and in west A trica 
France possesses a loug line of coast, 
from a little to the north of Cape Blanco 
round to the British Gold Coast colony, 
interrupted, however, by such patches 
as British Gam bia, Portuguese Guinea, 
Liberia aud Sierra Leone. The whole of 
the Niger above Say is French, and 
nearly all the country w ithin the great 
bend of the river is claim ed by her. 
France also claim s the entire region 
north of a line draw n from Say to Lake 
Tchad, the eastern shore of which body 
of w ater adjoins Frenoh Kongo. 
The 
lastern boundary of French Kongo is, 
according to the English, the divide be­ 
tween the waters of the Kongo aud the 
Nile, but according to the Frenoh should 
be pushed eastward so as to inoiude at 
least a part of the Bahr-el-Ghazal coun­ 


try 
(t was in pursuance of these pre­ 
tensions that Major Marcband advanced 
to Fashoda on the W hite Nile. 
The 
part of French Kongo which is beyond 
dispute has an area of some 560,000 
square miles 
We should not overlook 
the fact that at the mouth of the Red 
sea, opposite A (leu, tbero is a block of 
territory known as Obok, which is esti­ 
m ated to cover 50,000 square m iles and 
which belongs to France. This acquisi­ 
tion has strategic value because it corn- 
tnauds Abyssinia. 
The total area in Africa claimed by 
G reat Britain is at present computed at 
2.300.000 sqnare 
miles, but to this 
1.200.000 square miles would be added 
should a protectorate be asserted over 
Egypt. 
The British N iger territories 
form the most densely peopled part of 
Africa. They are capable of great com­ 
mercial development, and many of the 
people are far a bove tbe rank of savages. 
Uganda also, which has been termed by 
explorers the pearl of Africa, falls w ith­ 
in tbe B ritish sphere of influence. 
On 
the whole, it may be said th at the 
whole of Africa th at is comfortably 
habitable by w hite men is nuder tho 
British flag or under British protection, 
aud, again, th at everything in Africa 
that pays dividends lies w ithin tho 
sphere claimed by the British govern­ 
ment. 
Practically w hat other nations 
have scrambled for has been John B u ll’s 
leavings. 
Germany, it is true, has an­ 
nexed 925,000 square miles, but more 
than a third of this is desert land on the 
southwest coast, aud the rest is tropical 
land on the east coast, or the Gold 
Coast, which contains more officials than 
colonists, aud requires subsidies, but 
pays no dividends. 
Portugal, which 
once possessed a far larger territory, re­ 
tains 750,000 square miles, but much of 
j this consists of m alarial marshes. 
The 
Kongo Free {State may ultim ately prove 
self supporting, but at present it needs 
i a subsidy of $400,000 a year, and has 
I incurred besides a debt of over $40,000,- 
j OOO. 
Italy, which originally claimed 
, 420,000 square miles, has been restrict 
j cd on the coast of tbe Red sea to tbe 
j narrow strip known as Eritrea, has been 


I obliged to renounce her asserted protec- 
j torate over Abyssinia and will probably 
j have to sell her part of Somaliland to 
I G reat B ritain. 
In fact, w ith the single 
| exception of England, the partition of 
J Africa has not as yet been a source of 
J profit to any of the powers concerned. 
it is the English and tile Belgians 
who thus far have done most to open up 
communication w ith the interior of Af­ 
rica by means of railways. 
In South 
Africa a line has been carried across 15 
degrees of latitude from Cape Town to 
Bulawayo. 
It is this which Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes hopes to exteud through the 
heart of Africa UDtil it reaches Lake 
Victoria. 
The line from Mombasa on 
the east coast has already passed the one 
hundred aud tw entieth mile and is ex 
pected w ithin six years to reach its ter­ 
minus on Lake Victoria, a distance of 
656 miles from the Indian ocean. 
Tbe 
line from Beira to Salisbury has already 
crossed the boundary between tbe Por­ 
tuguese territory and Masbonalaud. Tbe 
Nile Valley railway, although built 
w ith a m ilitary 
aim, 
w ill now he 
available fur commercial purposes. 
It 
is to be extended at least as far south as 
Khartum and is to have a branch to 
Buakiu. 
The Belgian railw ay, which 
connects the estuary of the Kongo with 
Stanley Pool, is now completed and bas 
a length of some 250 miles. A consider 
able traffic already exists on it, and 
there can be no doubt th at w ith trains 
reaching the m iddle Kongo, w ith its 
thousands of m iles of navigable w ater­ 
ways, a great im petus w ill be imparted 
to trade in the heart of the dark conti­ 
n en t.—New York Sun.

BOLD AERIAL TRIP. 


Attempt tv Cross the Alps In rn Bal­ 
loon.

“ The plau of the aeronauts was to de­ 
scend in the upper Rhine valley, be 
tween Sargans and Lake Constance. The • 
descent was actually made in France, 5 
near Dijon, the ship having been in the 
air six hours, during which tim e it truv 
cled 180 miles, or at the rate of 80 
m iles a bour 
At one tim e the airship 
reached an altitude of 19,000 feet. The j 
therm ometer (Celsius) stood at 21 de- j 
grees freezing, and the cold was so in­ 
tense that tbe working of the scientific ' 
instrum ents was for a tim e suspended. I 
The landing was made through a heavy | 
fog, and, while quite difficult, it was 
secured w ithout any serious injury to 
persons or instrum ents.” — Washington

The chamber of tbe supreme court of 
the United States, now a black ruin, 
was designed for the senate and was 
used as a senate chamber from 1800 un­ 
til 1859, when the new wing was com­ 
pleted. During that period the supreme 
court used a hall underneath, afterw ard 
employed for the storage of records. 
Designed by Latrobe, tbe supreme court 
chamber is 75 feet long by 45 feet wide. 
It is surmounted by a half dome, the 
center of which is 45 feet above tile 
floor level. 
In its general aspect this 
apartm ent resembles statuary hall, for­ 
merly the ball of representatives, but 
it is smaller. 
Flanked by columns of variegated 
gray Potomac marble rests the seat of 
tbe ctu*f justice, mounted on a dais 
aud draped with heavy crimson cur­ 
tains. 
On the wide arch above hovered 
an eagle. It was here that the president 
of the senate funnelly sat. 
In a sem i­ 
circular space, richly carpeted, where 
the senators once had their desks, there 
are tables for the attorney general, 
counsel, stenographers, reporters and 
other persons having business w ith the 
highest tribunal of the nation. 
At a 
higher level, in front and to right and 
left of the bench, are places for the 
clerk of the court and the marshal. 
Public seats occupy tho rear of the 
courtroom. 
There was a tim e when 
spectators looked down from light iron 
galleries, but these were removed years 
ago. 
Around tbe walls were ranged 
marble busts of dead and gone chit f 
justices. In view of tbe destruction that 
has overtaken these grave effigies, it is 
worth while to recall them. Beginning 
at the right of tbe clock there were, in 
order, 
John Jay, Oliver Ellsworth, 
Roger B. Taney, Morrison R. Waite, 
aud on the left of the clock John R u t­ 
ledge (who, though 
nominated, was 
never confirmed), John Marshall and 
Salmon P. Chase. 
If it be true, as rumored, th at several 
of tbe supporting columns at tbe main 
entrance of the building are out of 
plumb, lovers of noble arcbitecture the 
world over will experience a profound 
shock 
There are 24 columns support­ 
ing the grand central portico, which is 
160 feet wide. 
They carry a pediment 
of 80 feet span, fram ing Persico’s cele 
Orated group, the “ G eniusof A m erica.’’ 
This group is cut in sandstone, after a 
design made by John Quincy Adams. 
The commission was given to Luigi 
Persico, a Roman, and one of the most 
illustrious sculptors of his day. Am eri­ 
ca is shown as a female figure in armor, 
w ith an eagle perched at her feet. She 
is pointing to Justice, the traditional 
figure, scales aud all, except that she 
ainu holds the constitution of the U nit­ 
ed States. 
Included in the group is a 
figure allegorical of Hope, to whom 
America seems to be turning an attentive 
ear. 
Another group of Persico’s. chiseled 
in 1846, is the “ Discovery of A m erica.” 
The arm or of Columbus is a faithful 
copy of the original suit of arm or worn 
by the explorer aud still preserved in 
Genoa. 
This group is mounted on one 
of tbe gieat buttresses on a level w ith 
the portico. On the other is Greenough’s 
“ Civilization ; or, The First {Settlement 
of Am erica,” being an incident of fron­ 
tier lite. 
Like its colossal companion 
piece, it coat $24, OOO 
It is upon this portico that every 
president of the United States since and 
including Jackson bas been inaugurated. 
In its center is the celebrated bronze 
door designed bv Randolph 
Rogers, 
which weighs tea tons. It cost $25,000 
—$8,000 for the a rtist’s plaster models 
and $17,000 for the casting, which was 
done in Munich. On the 16 panels into 
which the door is divided are portrayed 
in high relief scenes representing the 
principal events in the life of Colum­ 
bus. 
A flue head of tbe explorer him ­ 
self looks down from the key of the 
arch, flanked by statuettes emblematic 
of Europe, Asia, Africa and America. 
Set in the door frames are statuettes of 
16 individuals associated with the h is­ 
tory of Columbus aud heads of those 
who have w ritten histories of the ex­ 
plorer’s voyages appear between the 
panels, surrounded with a running bor­ 
der of heraldic designs, richly decora 
tive in execution. 
Above this door is a busto! W ashing­ 
ton, crowned by Fam e and Peace, and 
on either side of it are statues of W ar 
and Peace. 
The door gives entrance to 
the noble rotunda beneath tbe central 
dome.—New York Journal.

The corner stone of the First Pente­ 
costal church of Pittsburg was laid yes* 
terday afternoon in a drenching rain. It 
will interest East Liverpool, because 
Rev. J. H. Norris is the pastor. 
IN hen Mr. Norris left the Presbyterian 
church about a year ago it was by reason 
of his teaching the doctrine of entire 
sanctification by faith. The trouble was 
a sensation in church circles, and 
Anally, being carried into presbytery, it 
resulted in Mr. Norris being relieved of 
his charge: There was no real defection 
in the church he left, he says, but the 
fact remains that a number followed 
him. 
The church will be frame.

He explained that he didn't 
think it necessary, as the papers would 
he preserved elsewhere just as well. 
I d the box was placed a copy of the Bi­ 
ble, a list of the names of the officers 
and members of the church and Sab­ 
bath school, a history of the organiza­ 
tion, three religious papers aud a copy 
of the minutes of the third annual 
meeting of the Pentecostal Church of 
America. 
After the stone was pot into 
place a prayer was offered, and after a 
song the crowd was dismissed. 
There are only SO churches of the Pen­ 
tecostal denomination in the United 
States, each church beiug independent 
and governed by the pastor and congre­ 
gation. 
All belong to the Association 
Of Churches of America, which is mere­ 
ly an advisory body. 
The doctrine 
taught is entirely sanctification by faith, 
or “ perfect holiness.”

Ono of tho extraordinary phenomena 
of tho last half of tho nineteenth cen­ 
tury is tho suddenness with which the 
long impenetrable secrets of tho dark 
continent have been disclosed. 
Bo far 
as the interior of Africa was concerned, 
the maps made as late as 40 years ago 
told us but very little more than did 
those constructed 860 years earlier, 
when tho rounding of the Cape of Good 
Hope by tho Portuguese had been made 
known to the geographers. 
With tho 
exception of a thin fringe on the western 
and eastern coasts, tho whole body of 
the continent between the limits of 
Capo Colony and the countries border­ 
ing tho Mediterranean was almost en­ 
tirely unknown. All the immense addi­ 
tions that have been since made to our 
knowledge of inner Africa are mainly 
due to the explorations which began 
with Livingstone's journey to the Zam­ 
bezi in 1854-7. By Angust, 1884, how­ 
ever, the basins of tho Nile, Kongo, 
Niger, Zambezi aud Limpopo rivers, to­ 
gether with all the great lakes, had been 
fairly well described, and since then ex­ 
ploration has been prosecuted on snub a 
scale that there is now but little left to 
discover. 
In the year last named, at tho Berlin 
conference, began the process pf parti­ 
tion, the results of which have justified 
the saying that, whereas during the 
eighteenth century Europeans were en­ 
gaged in taking Africans from Africa, 
they have been employed during the 
nineteenth in takiug Africa from the 
Africans. 
W hat may be termed unap­ 
propriated Africa has been reduced to 
very narrow dimensions. 
It includes 
the eastern portion of the Sahara south 
of Fezzan, but this, with the exception 
of the Tibesti highlands, *is a hopeless 
desert until, on its southern border, we 
reach tho semicivilized Sudanese sultan­ 
ate of Wadui, which is, at present, inde­ 
pendent, but which ultimately, no doubt, 
will be claimed by France. As for Dar­ 
fur. Kordofan, the Babr-el-Ghazai re­ 
gion ami, ic short, all of the territory 
which once belonged to the khedive, 
this will probably be recovered by Egypt 
in the course of two or three years. 
There is also a small disputed area in 
West Africa 
It consists of a patch be­ 
hind the British Gold Coast colony, 
Ashanti and the German Togoland, con­ 
sisting mainly of the kingdom of Mossi. 
Great Britain claims a part of this 
patch, aud, 
quite recently, Germany 
aud France came to an agreement as to 
the limits of Togoland 
We should add 
that Liberia, the negro republic, is still 
nominally independent, though France 
has out down her territory to 14,600 
square milos. 
Through the jealousy of tho powers 
interested. Morocco remains as yet un- 
auuoxed, aud the Turkish pasha! ic of 
Tripoli, which includes Barca aud the 
oasis of Fezzan, is, for a like reason, 
permitted to remain Turkish territory 
In the south of tho continent the Orange 
Free State and tho Transvaal republic 
are indisputably autonomous so far as 
local self government is concerned. We 
should further mention that Abyssinia 
retains its independence, although it is 
uow entirely cut. off from tho sea. With 
the exceptions here noted, the vast ex 
pause of Africa, comprising nearly 12,- 
000,000 square miles, is distributed 
among European powers which have 
either annexed the soil or established 
an avowed or virtual protectorate over 
it or else set claim to it as failing within 
their spheres of influence.

For the present and until Eng- 
j land shall assume a protectorate over 
j Egypt Franco has ostensibly the larger 
I share, 
including Madagascar, her ter- 
| ritory is estimated at 8,300,000 square 
miles, but almost half of this is repre­ 
sented by the French section of the Sa­ 
hara, which Lord Salisbury euphemis­ 
tically described a s ‘‘very light soil.” 
Algeria aud Tunis of course are held by 
right of conquest, and in west Africa 
France possesses a loug line of coast, 
from a little to the north of Gape Blanco 
round to the British Gold Coast colony, 
interrupted, however, by such patches 
as British Gambia, Portuguese Guinea, 
Liberia aud Sierra Leone.

The total art a in Africa claimed by 
Great Britain is at present computed at 
2.300.000 square miles, but to this 
1.200.000 square miles would be added 
should a protectorate be asserted over 
Egypt. 
The British Niger territories 
form the most densely peopled part of 
Africa. They are capable of great com­ 
mercial development, aud many of the 
people are far above the rank of savages. 
Uganda also, which has been termed by 
explorer the pe arl of Africa, falls w ith­ 
in the British sphere of influence. 
On 
the whole, it may be said that the 
whole of Africa that is comfortably 
habitable by white men is under tho 
British flag or under British protection, 
and, again, that everytning iii Africa 
that pays dividends lies within tho 
sphere claimed by the British govern­ 
ment. 
Practically what other nations 
have scrambled fur has been John B ull’s 
leavings. Germany, it is true, hue an­ 
nexed 925,000 square miles, but more 
than a third of this is desert land on the 
southwest coast, aud the rest is tropical 
land on the east coast, or tile Gold 
Coast, which contains more officials than 
colonists, aud requires subsidies, but 
pays no dividends. 
Portugal, which 
once possessed a far larger territory, re­ 
tains 760,000 square miles, but much of 
tlii* consists of malarial marshes. 
The 
Kongo Free State may ultimately prove 
self supporting, but at present it needs 
a subsidy of $400,000 a year, and has 
incurred besides a debt of over $40,000,- 
000. 
Italy, which originally claimed 
420,000 square miles, has been restrict 
cd on the coast of the Red sea to the 
narrow strip known as Eritrea, has been 
obliged to renounce her asserted protec­ 
torate over Abyssinia and will probably 
have to sell her part of Somaliland to 
Great Britain. In fact, with the single 
exception of England, the partition of 
Africa has not as yet been a source of 
profit to any of the powers concerned. 
It is the English and the Belgians 
who thus far have done most to open up 
communication with the interior of Af­ 
rica by means of railways. 
In South 
Africa a line has been carried across 15 
degrees of latitude from Gape Town to 
Bulawayo. 
It is this which Mr. Cecil 
Rhodes hopes to extend through the 
heart of Africa until it reaches Lake 
Victoria. 
The line from Mombasa on 
the east coast has already passed the one 
hundred aud twentieth mile and is ex 
pected within six years to reach its ter­ 
minus on Lake Victoria, a distance cf 
656 miles from the Indian ocean. The 
line from Beira to Salisbury has already 
crossed the boundary between the Por­ 
tuguese territory and Mashonalaud. The 
Nile Valley railway, although built 
with a m ilitary aim, 
will now be 
available fur commercial purposes. 
It 
is to be extended at least as far south as 
Khartum and is to have a branch to 
Buskin. 
The Belgian railway, which 
connects the estuary of the Kongo with 
Stanley Pool, is now completed and bas 
a length of some 250 miles. A consider 
able traffic already exists on it, and 
there can be no doubt that with trains 
reaching the middle Kongo, with its 
thousands of miles of navigable water­ 
ways, a great impetus will be imparted 
to trade in the heart of the dark conti­ 
nent.—New York Sun.

CoiiHul General Du Bois, at Bt. Gall,

The 
attempt was made at Bitten, in the 
canton of Wallis, early in October 
“ W hile the wind currents were unfa 
vorable. ” says the consul general, “ the 
journey will always take high rank 
among aerial navigating enterprises, 
both for boldness and important results 
“ The plan of the aeronauts was to de­ 
scend in the upper Rhine valley, be 
tween Bargans and Lake Constance. The 
descent was actually made in France, 
near Dijon, the ship having been in the 
air six hours, during which time it tra v ­ 
eled 180 miles, or at the rate of 80 
miles a hour 
At oue time the airship 
reached au altitude of 19,000 feet. The 
thermometer (Celsius) stood at 21 de­ 
grees freezing, and the cold was so in­ 
tense that the working of the scientific 
instruments was for a time suspended. 
The landing was made through a heavy I 
fog, and, while quite difficult, it was 
secured without any serious injury to 
persons or instrum ents."—Washington 
Star 


The cham bt r of the supt erne court of 
the U nited States, now a black ruin, 
was designed for the senate and was 
used as a senate chamber from 1800 un­ 
til 1859, when the new wing was com­ 
pleted. During that period the supreme 
court used a hall underneath, afterward 
em ployed for the storage of records. 
Designed by Latrobe, the supreme court 
chamber is 75 feet long by 45 feet wide. 
It is surmounted by a half dome, the 
center of which is 45 feet above the 
floor level. 
In its general aspect thi* 
apartment resembles statuary hall, for­ 
merly the hall of representatives, but 
it is smaller. 
Flanked by columns of variegated 
I gray Potomac mar blo rests tho seat of 
the oti?*f justice, mounted on a dais 
and draped with heavy crimson cur­ 
tains. 
On the wide arch above hovered 
an eagle. It was here that the president 
j of the senate funnel Iv sat. 
In a semi­ 
circular space, richly carpeted, where 
the senators once bad their desks, there 
arc tables for the attorney general, 
counsel, stenographers, reporters and 
other persons having business with the 
highest tribunal of the nation. 
At a 
higher level, in front and to right and 
left of the bench, are places for the 
clerk of the court and the marshal. 
Public seats occupy the rear of the 
courtroom. 
There was a time when 
spectators looked down from light iron 
galleries, hut these were removed years 
ago. 
Around the walls were ranged 
marble busts of dead and gone chil f 
justices. Iii view of the destruction tLar 
has overtaken these grave effigies, it is 
worth while to recall them. Beginning 
at the right of the clock there were, in 
order, 
John Jay, Oliver Ellsworth. 
Roger B. Taney, Morrison R. Waite, 
aud on the left of the clock John R ut­ 
ledge (who, though 
nominated, was 
never confirmed), John Marshall and i 
Salmon P. Chase. 
If it be true, as rumored, that several I 
of the supporting columns at the main i 
entrance of the building are out of 
plumb, lovers of noble architecture the j 
world over will experience a profound 
shock 
There are 24 columns support- j 
ing the grand central portico, which is I 
160 feet wide. 
They carry a pediment ' 
of 80 feet span, framing Persico’s cele- I 
brated group, the “ G eniusof America.” I 
This group is cut in sandstone, after a | 
design made by John Quincy Adams. 
The commission was given to Luigi 
Persico, a Roman, aud one of the most 
illustrious sculptors of his day. Anteri 
ca is shown as a female figure iu armor, 
with an eagle perched at her feet. She 
is pointing to Justice, the traditional 
figure, scales and all, except that she 
also holds the constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States. 
Included iii the group is a 
figure allegorical of Hope, to whom 
America seem s to be turning ail attentive 
ear. 
Another group of Persico’s, chiseled 
in 1846, is the “ Discovery of America.” 
The armor of Columbus is a faithful 
copy of the original suit of armor worn 
by the explorer aud still preserved in 
Genoa. 
This group is mounted on oue 
of the great buttresses on a level with 
the portico. On the other is Grcenough’s 
“ Civilization , or, The First Settlement 
of America,” being an incident of fron­ 
tier lite. 
Like its colossal companion 
I piece, it coat $24,000 
It is upon this portico that every 
j president of the United States since and 
1 including Jackson has been inaugurated. 
I In its center is the celebrated bronze j 
door designed bv Randolph Rogers, j 
Which weighs ten tons. It cost $85,000 
—$8,000 for the artist’s plaster models I 
and $17,000 for the casting, which was ! 
done in Munich. On the 16 panels into 
which the door is divided are portrayed 
in high relief scenes representing the 
principal events in the life of Colum­ 
bus. 
A flue head of the explorer him ­ 
self looks down from the key of the 
arch, flanked by statuettes emblematic 
of Europe, Asia, Africa mid America. 
Bet in tile door frames are statuettes of 
16 individuals associated with the his­ 
tory of Columbus aud heads of those 
who have written histories of the ex­ 
plorer’s voyages appear between the 
panels, surrounded with a running bor­ 
der of heraldic designs, richly decora 
tive in execution. 
Above this door is a bust of Washing­ 
ton, crowned by Fame and Peace, and 
on either side of it are statues of War 
and Peace 
The door gives entrance to 
the noble rotunda beneath the central 
dome.—New York Journal.

they number 500. 
Steam radiators and 
long rows of pipes provide snfficient 
heat, while electricity gives what light 
is needed. A large washroom, in which 
are hundreds of tin basins and an 
abundance of soap, is an annex. A read­ 
ing room has been established in the 
arsenal of the armory adjoining, and a 
comfortable fire makes it a favorite spot 
for correspondence. 
Rations, to which 
general citizens add a great deal, are 
provided by a caterer and cooked by 
steam. 
In addition to army fare we 
get butter, milk, jams and relishes. 
They have a good plan for feeding the 
hungry and those who happen for a 
number of reasons not to be hungry . 
Companies are placed in line, and pass 
through a small ante-room in siugle file. 
Each man is given a tin plate filled 
with well cooked eatables and a tin of 
coffee. 
He is then ushered to a seat at 
one of the long tables, and any addition 
that mav have been made to the fare is 
given out. by waiters. 
He is indeed a 
bashfnl man who will go hungry , for 
there is plenty and to spare.

W o o s t e r . N o v . 13— f Special J —Com­ 
pany E arrived in this pretty city 
Thursday afternoon, and all the boys 
have now settled down to a thorough 
enjoyment of the hospitality of the 
good, kind people of Wooster. 
A drizzling rain was falling when the 
command marched from the cars, and it 
was so unkind as to continue until after 
the familiar sound of taps had reached 
the ear of many a weary boy in blue. 
Dismal as it was outside, however, the 
soldier in search of amusement found 
an abundance indoors, and not an ob­ 
jection was registered against the man 
who announces the weather. 
The first matter of importance to at­ 
tract attention w’as the arrangement of 
berths at the barracks. The building is 
argo and barn like, adjoining the 
armory of Company D, and provided 
with three tiers of bunks four deep. 
Each will accommodate two men and is 
filled with clean, fresh straw. 
In all 
they number 500. Steam radiators and 
long rows of pipes provide sufficient 
heat, while electricity gives what light 
is needed. A large washroom, in which 
are hundreds of tin basins and an 
abundance of soap, is an annex. A read­ 
ing room has been established in the 
arsenal of the armory adjoining, and a 
comfortable fire makes it a favorite spot 
for correspondence. Rations, to which 
general citizens add a great deal, are 
provided by a caterer and cooked by 
steam. In addition to army fare we 
get butter, milk, jams and relishes 
They have a good plan for feeding the 
hungry and those who happen for a 
number of reasons not to be hungry 
Companies are placed in line, and pass 
through a small ante-room in single file. 
Each man is given a tin plate filled 
with well cooked eatables and a tin of 
coffee. He is then ushered to a seat at 
one of the long tables, and any addition 
that may have been made to the fare is 
given out. by waiters. He is indeed a 
bashful man who will go hungry, for 
there is plenty and to spare. 
Right 
here it might be said that the soldiers 
of the Eighth have seen service well 
calculated to make each one know that 
he is expected to take care of himself. 
There are no bashful soldiers at table. 
For breakfast we have boiled pota­ 
toes. cold ham. bread, bntter and cof­ 
fee. Dinner is made up of a variety of 
cooked vegetables, 
roast meat, and 
strange to relate each man receives a 
large piece of pie. Supper consists of 
steak, potatoes, oatmeal and what can 
be used from the amount prepared for 
dinner. 
The hospital is a large residence, and 
there can be found everything necessary 
for the comfort of the poor fellows who 
have not yet recovered what’they lost, in 
the way of health before Santiago. 
Many of the boys have been supplied 
with surgeons’ certificates, and allowed 
to sleep out of barracks. Unlike some 
cities where we have been stationed the 
people here do not think a soldier is a 
sponge only to be squeezed dry at. every 
instance, but nicely furnished rooms eau 
be obtained for ti a week. 
In many in­ 
stances cots have been placed in parlors 
in order that the soldier may not have 
to put. up with the poor accommodations 
at the barracks. 
Many were the amusing incidents 
when the boys first inspected the quar­ 


ters they will for a time occupy. Some 
insisted on a “ bran mash” being placed 
in their stalls, while others demanded 
that two q u a r ts of o ats or a dozen ears 
of corn be damped in three times a day 
Claims were frequently made that the 
neighboring ' ‘animal” 
was 
making 
sleep' impossible by incessant pawing 
and an endeavor to kick out the parti­ 
tion. The result was alm o st a continu­ 
ous racket during tile first night, and 
the sounds made by animals known to 
inhabit stable were everywhere imi­ 
tated with amusement for all except 
the few weary soldiers who had hoped 
for sleep. 
"The stable” was the name 
promptly bestowed on the barracks, and 
one night not more than oue-thirdof the 
stalls were occupied. 
The work of examination for the pur­ 
pose of ascertaining the disabilities in­ 
curred during service has commenced. 
Blanks for the purpose are presented to 
the soldier for his signature, he to men­ 
tion the disability, if any. 
lf the sol­ 
dier claims his health has been impaired 
he must undergo examination, and. as 
was expected, in many cases he is 
found as sound as the day he entered 
his country’s service. 
It has been decided to observe Nov. 
16 as memorial day. when tribute will 
be paid to the heroes who have for 
the last time heard the mournful voice 
of taps. 
A number of appointments have been 
made since the regiment left Montauk, 
and more than one thin and sickly non­ 
com. of the Mohawk now wears health, j 
and natty, new shoulder straps. 
General orders No. 47, signed by Col­ 
onel Hard, are being distributed. They 
provide that each man’s pay shall in­ 
clude the day of muster out. and officers 
are to have one day’s pay for each 20 
miles of travel from place of muster out 
to place of enrollment. Enlisted men 
get the same and subsistence at the rate 
of 30 cents a day. Smoking in the 
barracks or the armory of Company D is 
prohibited. 
The field court will sit 
daily at 10:00 a. rn., and the day of 
muster out it will be in continuous ses­ 
sion, and all fines imposed will be col­ 
lected., Offences committed even within 
the last hour of the master oat will not 
be permitted to go unobserved. 
While the town was painted a fiery 
color the first night everything is now 
quiet, and the boys are on their good 
behavior. 
Exceptional privileges are 
being extended, and there will be few 
breaks in the roles laid down. The 
Eighth has had sufficient experience to 
know that obedience is the best policy.

not the food of soldiers be considered 
contraband by another? 
W h a t wonld 
England's 
position be daring a w ar 
w ith another power should R ussia and 
the United States, 
w hich supply at 
present over 70 per cent of En g land ’s 
importations, declare wheat contraband 
of w ar? The wealth of India could not 
buy it, and w ith in but a few weeks 
from the proclamations of n eutrality 
bread riots in London would be tbe first 
fruits of a disastrous policy. 
"C an ad a cannot supply anything like 
tbe amount of wheat England requires, 
and the present w ar scare is being taken 
advantage of in Toronto to advocate the 
imposition by England of a duty on for­ 
eign grain w h ile Canadian grain be 
allowed to enter free. 
B y tbis means it 
is argued that the production of wheat 
iu Canada would be encouraged to such 
an extent to supply England ’s needs, 
making her entirely independent of the 
supply she now receives from tbe U n it­ 
ed

master? Tho*e who recognized his en­ 
trance thought him so. 
And as their 
hearts, by intuition divined his purpose 
fontal na of tears were opened, but Stella 
saw him only as an angel come from 
heaven’s courts to lead her gently into 
the presence of those who had none be­ 
fore. 
He opened up to her astonished 
vision great vistas of light, brightest 
crystal waters, golden sands, a habita­ 
tion of pure spirits, of hosts chanting 
•Holy, holy, holy Lord God Almighty.’ 
"Hers was a happy privilege to see 
him in his real person. 
Death, 'tis true

BRITISH SUPPLIES IN WAR. 


I c r lo ii g iM tlo n Rained Should Food 
Be Doelured C o n tr a b a n d . 
» 
The question is seriously discussed in 
Toronto as to what Great Britain would 
do for her fond supply in case of war 
with France. 
D. R. W ilkie, president 
of the Imperial bank and president of 
the Canadian Bankers’ association, takes 
the matter up, saying: 
"The war between Spain and the 
United States bad no sooner been de­ 
clared than England made haste to an­ 
nounce herself as a neutral power and 
declared certain articles—coal among 
the number—as contraband of war. 
If 
the food of warships may be considered 
contraband by the neutral nation, may 
not the food of soldiers be considered 
contraband by another? What would 
England’s position be daring a war 
with another power should Russia and 
the United States, which supply at 
present over 70 per cent of England’s 
importations, declare wheat contraband 
of war? The wealth of India coaid not 
buy it, and within bat a few weeks 
from the proclamations of neutrality 
bread riots in London woald be the first 
fruits of a disastrous policy. 
"Canada cannot supply anything like 
the amount of wheat England requires, 
and the present war scare is being taken 
advantage of in Toronto to advocate the 
imposition by England of a doty on for­ 
eign grain while Canadian grain be 
allowed to enter free. By this means it 
is argued that the production of wheat 
in Canada would be encouraged to such 
an exteut to supply England’s needs, 
making her entirely independent of the 
supply she now receives from the Unit­ 
ed 
S ta te s."—Special 
Chicago-Times 
Herald.

The sarcophagus is located on the brow 
of the bill at the extreme southeast cor­ 
ner of the new portion of the cemetery 
A solid rock foundation was first laid. 
Upon this is erected a houselike tomb 
of brick, laid in cement, the walls of 
which arc one foot thick. 
This brick 
structure is incased in m arble of three 
inch thickness, the roof on the outside 
being pitched. 
The m arble slabs, or panels, are in ­ 
laid into the corner pilasters, as are sev­ 
eral five inch m arble pilasters at each 
side, the latter being set into the brick 
sides, so th a t it is impossible to pull the 
m arble from 
the 
brickwork w ithout 
taking the bricks w ith ft. 
The joints 
are all perfect, as if made from one 
solid m arble block and are all laid in 
plaster of paris and cement. 
At the 
front sw ings an inch thick steel door, 
upon solid patent hinges 
The dim en­ 
sions of the sarcophagus are IO feet 6 
inches by 5 feet 6 inches on the outside, 
and 6 feet 6 inches high on side walls 
aud 7 feet 6 inches to pitch of roof. 
The floor is of Portland cement, aud 
over the door appears: “ 1828— R. J 
S m ith ,” w ith a place to put in the year 
of Mr. S m ith ’s death

Twenty-one acres of ground have been 
seen red for the construction of the arm y 
hospital at Savannah, and it is said 
that the establishm ent will cover the 
whole tract and be the largest hospital 
m aintained under the auspices of the 
federal government.

ing, the hospital at Savannah w ill be 
modeled after th at at Old Point, Va., 
w ith improvements suggested by ex­ 
perience. The ground plan of buildings 
there is triangular. Here it w ill be rec 
tangnlar, w ith covered ways connecting 
all of the buildings w ith each other 
and w ith the adm inistration building 
in the center of the group. 
There w ill 
be 4 9 buildings in all. 
The cost of the 
Savannah establishm ent is to be $150,- 
0 0 0 , the full am ount of the appropria 
lion, as against $100,000 for the V ir­ 
ginia hospital. 
The m aterial used will probably be 
Georgia pine. This wood is favored be­ 
cause of its refreshing, resinous, health­ 
ful smell, as well as the fact that it is 
a first class building m aterial and is 
readily at band. 
Speed in construction 
will be one of the controlling considera­ 
tions in aw arding the contract. 
It is 
proposed to have the whole plant in 
service daring the early days of Jan u ­ 
ary. 
The buildings are to be designed 
and constructed w ith a view to p e r 
mauency. Each building w ill be ceiled 
inside and nuder the floors so th at 
drafts dangerous to invalids will be 
made impossible. 
The land has been 
leased for one year from Get. IO, w ith 
the option on the part of the govern­ 
m ent of extending the contract for a n ­ 
other year. 
Each of the four sides of the quad­ 
rangle w ill contain a w ard capable of 
accom modating 250 single beds, w ith 
ample space between, m aking room for 
1,000 beds in all. One w ard w ill be set 
aside for surgical cases, and an inclosed 
passageway w ill connect it w ith a mod­ 
ern operating room. Besides the general 
wards, there w ill be private sickrooms 
for the accommodating of invalid offi­ 
cers. 
The plum bing is to be of a per­ 
m anent character, and the drain pipes 
w ill be connected w ith the city sewer 
system. The artesian w ater supply w ill 
be unlim ited. 
The heating w ill be by 
means of coal base burners. 
It has not 
been decided w hether the lighting w ill 
be by electricity or gas, bat both are 
immediately at band. 
There is an ice 
factory w ithin BO yards of the site and 
ice is 15 cents per IOO pounds by retail. 
The officers’ quarters will be of two 
stories. 
The dormitories for the nurses 
and hospital corps w ill occupy two | 
buildings. The chief surgeon will have 
a private residence. 
All buildings are 
to be lined between w alls w ith tar pa­ 
per and covered w ith shingles. Besides 
the w ard buildings there w ill be an 
administration* building, 
blacksmith 
shop, painters’ shop, carpenters’ shop, 
plum bers’ shop, telegraph office, 
ex­ 
press office, postoffice, medical store­ 
house, dispensary, library and reading 
room, bakery, chapel, guardhouse, dead- 
bonse, oil and machinery storehouse, 
fnel house and stables. 
In short, the es­ 
tablishm ent is to be a complete com- 
m unity.snfflcient for all purposes w ithin 
itself. The site is at the com er of Bull 
street and Estill avenue. 
On one 
is a trolley line, and on the other a 
steam line, connected w ith all of the 
railw ays entering the city. It is expect­ 
ed th at the adm inistration building and 
one of the wards w ill be completed iu 
about SO days, when patients w ill begin 
to arrive.—Special New \o rk Fest.

Twenty-one acres of ground have been 
secured for the construction of the army 
hospital at Savannah, and it is said 
that the establishment will cover the 
whole tract arid be the largest hospital 
maintained under the auspices of the 
federal government. Generally speak­ 
ing. the hospital at Savannah will be 
modeled after that at Old Point, Va., 
with improvements suggested by ex­ 
perience. The ground plan of buildings 
there is triangular. Here it will be rec­ 
tangular, with covered ways connecting 
all of the buildings with each other 
and with the administration building 
in the center of the group. 
There will 
be 49 buildings in all. 
The cost of the 
Savannah establishment is to be $150,- 
OOO, the full amount of the appropria­ 
tion, as against #100,000 for the Vir­ 
ginia hospital. 
The material used will probably be 
Georgia pine. This wood is favored be­ 
cause of its refreshing, resinous, health­ 
ful smell, as well as the fact that it is 
a first class building material and is 
readily at hand. 
Speed in construction 
will be one of the controlling considera­ 
tions in awarding the contract. 
It is 
proposed to have the whole plant in 
service during the early days of Janu­ 
ary. The buildings are to be designed 
and constructed with a view to per- ! 
manenoy. Each building will be ceiled ; 
inside and under the floors so that 
drafts dangerous to invalids will be 
made impossible. 
The land has been 
leased for one year from Get. IO, with 
the option on the part of the govern­ 
ment of extending the contract for an­ 
other year. 
Each of the four sides of the qnad- 
rangle will contain a ward capable of 
accommodating 250 single beds, with 
ample space between, making room for 
1,000 beds in all. One ward will be set 
aside for snrgical cases, and an inclosed 
passageway will connect it with a mod­ 
ern operating room. Besides the general 
wards, there will be private sickrooms 
for the accommodating of invalid offi­ 
cers. The plumbing is to be of a per­ 
manent character, and the drain pipes 
will be connected with the city sewer 
system. The artesian water supply will 
be unlimited. The heating will be by 
means of coal base burners. It has not 
been decided whether the lighting will 
be by electricity or gas, but both are 
immediately at hand. There is an ice 
factory within 50 yards of the site and 
ice is 15 cents per IOO pounds by retail. 
The officers’ quarters will be of two 
stories. The dormitories for the nurses 
and hospital corps will occupy two 
buildings. The chief surgeon will have 
a private residence. 
Ail buildings are 
to be lined between walls with tar pa­ 
per and covered with shingles. Besides 
the ward buildings there will be an 
adm inistration’ building, 
blacksmith 
shop, painters’ shop, carpenters’ shop, 
plumbers’ shop, telegraph office, ex­ 
press office, postoffice, medical store­ 
house, dispensary, library and reading 
room, bakery, chapel, guardhouse, dead- 
house, oil and machinery storehouse, 
fuel house aud stables. In short, the es­ 
tablishment is to be a complete com- 
munity,snfficient for all purposes within 
itself. The site is at the corm# of Bull 
street and Estill avenue. On one side 
is a trolley line, and on the other a 
steam line, connected with all of the 
railways entering the city. It is expect­ 
ed that the administration building and 
one of the wards will be completed in I 
about 80 days, when patients will begin 
to arrive. — Special Nesv York Post.

I he assurances appear to lie volun­ 
tary on the part of tho Berlin officials 
ami to be in hue with the care taken in 
that quarter of late to minimize aud re­ 
move the bad impression caused by sev­ 
eral incidents occurring during tne re­ 
cent war. 
The state department had 
not, so lar as is known, takeu cogni­ 
z a n c e of tile emperor's movements, mid 
certainly there was no purpose of in­ 
quiring as to the stop at. Spain, although 
tni> action by tho emperor was looked 
upon as rather inopportune to say the 
least, when the peace negotiations witn 
Spam are at a critical juncture, ami 
when, technically, the war is still in 
progiess. 
At the sumo time Germany has con­

friendly attitude, and the emperor him ­ 
self took occasion in his last address to 
the reiciistag to give strong expression 
to the German purpose to maintain the 
strictest impartiality between this gov­ 
ernment aud bpain. 
At the same time 
the officials, here and in Berlin, have 
iecogniz* d that a strong puhlic senti­ 
ment of animosity was beiug deveined 
between the people of the two countries 
aud steps have been taken to offset this 
as far as possible.

SPANISH W AIT SOLDIERS. 


VV urn*mulier Willing to Fay 890,000 For 
tho Detection of .In* Legisla­ 
tive Bribery. 


P hiladelphia, Not. 14. — Ex-Post­ 
master General John Wanamaker Sat­ 
urday issued a statement in reference 
to the announcement made by Senator 
Quay on Thursday. 
Mr. Wanamaker says that Senator 
Quay has interpreted the result of the 
recent election as his personal triumph 
aud vindication, “ while the truth is the 
recent election is a most sigmticaut re­ 
buke and defeat of Senator Quay and 
all he represents.” 
The ex-postmaster general says that 
though Quay’a candidate for governor 
wus electeu, he received a minority of 
the votes cast for tho office, aud “ what 
is more significant,” he continues, “is 
that ut least Iou of the 254 members of 
the next legislature are pledged to vote 
against Senator Quay.” 
Atter styling Senator Quay’s mani­ 
festo as “ the exultant yell of a political 
boss,” Mr. Wanamaker uotihes the 
senator that the contest against his 
domination is not ended, and reiterates 
his purpose of carrying on the contest 
until Quay’s “rule and bis methods are 
exterminated from the politics of the 
state.” 
Mr. Wanamaker makes au offer of 
$20,DOO for information that “ will se­ 
cure the conviction bf auy one who cor­ 
ruptly gives, or offers to give, directly 
or indirectly, to auy member of the 
general assembly any money, appoint­

term specified. 
The scheme involves giving Spain 
$176,000,000 to satisty any real or imag­ 
inary claims tihe may make as to the 
territory, 
'inis feature is said to be 
based on the assumption that the United 
& lutes will he tne dominant power. 
The remaining $i00,000,000 of this re­ 
puted syndicate would be reserved as 
its working capital. 
The sponsor of tho project is a Mr. 
YTouug, said to be a son of Brigham 
} ouug, aud an attem pt is apparently 
made to creute the impression that the 
capital of $400,000,000 is already under­ 
written.

It will be possible with this 
balloon to make a voyage of eight days 
in any direction which the aeronaut de­ 
sires A company has been formed with 
a capital of 500,000 florins to work the 
invention. On*1 of its first undertakings 
will he a balloon voyage to America, 
which Count Zeppelin is confident can 
be accompli shed in four days

Thursday afternoon, and all the boys 
have now settled down to a thorough 
enjoyment of the hospitality of 
the 
good, kind people of Wooster. 
A drizzling rain was falling when the 
command marched from the cars, and it 
was so unkind as to continue until after 
the fam iliar sound of taps had reached 
the ear of many a weary boy in blue. 
Dismal as it was outside, however, the 
soldier in search of amusement found 
an abundance indoors, and not an ob- 
jection was registered against the man 
who announces the weather. 
The first matter of importance to at­ 
tract attention was the arrangement of 
berths at the barracks. 
The building is 
large 
and 
barn like, adjoining 
the 
armory of Company D, and provided 
with 
three tiers of bunks four deep. 
Each will accommodate two men and is 
filled with clean, fresh straw. 
In all 
they number 600. 
Steam radiators aud 
long rows of pipes provide sufficient 
heat, while electricity gives what light 
is needed. 
A large washroom, in which 
are 
hundreds of tin basins and an 
abundance of soap, is an annex. A read­ 
ing room has been established in the 
arsenal of the armory adjoining, and a 
comfortable fire makes it a favorite spot 
for correspondence. 
Rations, to which 
general citizens add a great deal, are 
provided by a caterer and cooked by 
steam. 
In addition to arm y fare we 
get batter, milk, jam s and relishes. 
They have a good plan for feeding the 
hungry and those who happen for a 
number of reasons not to be hungry. 
Companies are placed in line, and pass 
through a small ante-room in single file. 
Each man is given a tin plate filled 
with well cooked eatables and a tin of 
coffee. 
He is then ushered to a seat at 
one of the long tables, and any addition 
that niav have been made to the fare is 
given out by waiters. 
He is indeed a 
bashful man who w ill go hungry, for 
there is plenty and to spare. 
Right 
here if might be said that the soldiers 
of the Eighth have seen service well 
calculated to make each one know that 
he is expected to take care of himself. 
There are no bashful soldiers at table. 
For breakfast we have boiled pota­ 
toes. cold ham. bread, butter and cof­ 
fee. 
Dinner is made np of a variety of 
cooked vegetables, 
roast 
meat, and 
strange to relate each man receives a 
large piece of pie. 
Supper consists of 
steak, potatoes, oatmeal and what can 
be used from the amount prepared for 
dinuer. 
The hospital is a large residence, and 
there eau be fouud everything necessary 
for the comfort of the poor fellows who 
have not vet recovered what’they lost in 
the way of health before Santiago. 
Many of the boys have been supplied 
with surgeons’ certificates, and allowed 
to sleep oat of barracks. 
Unlike annie 
I cities where we have beeu stationed the 
people here do uot think a soldier is a 
sponge only to be squeezed dry at every 
instance, bat nicely furnished rooms eau 
be obtained for $1 a week. 
In mtuiv in­ 
stances cots have beeu placed in parlors 
in order that the soldier may not have 
to pot up with the poor accommodations 
at the barracks.

The question is seriously discussed in 
Toronto as to what Great Britain woald 
do for her food supply iii case of war 
with France. 
D. R. Wilkie, president 
of the Imperial bank and president of 
the Canadian Bankers’ association, takes 
the matter up, suying: 
“ The war between Spain and the 
United States had no sooner been de­ 
clared than England made baste to an- 
nonnce herself as a neutral power aud 
declared certain articles—coal among 
the number—as contraband of war. 
If 
the food of warships may be considered 
contraband by the neutral nation, may 
not the food of soldiers be considered 
contraband by another? W hat would 
England’s position be daring a war 
with another power should Russia and 
the United States, which supply at 
present over 70 per cent of England's 
importations, declare wheat contraband 
cf war? The wealth of India could not 
buy it, and within but a few weeks 
from the proclamations of neutrality 
bread riots in London would be the first 
fruits of a disastrous policy. 
“ Canada cannot supply anything like 
the amount of wheat England reqnires, 
aud the present war scare is being taken 
advantage of in Toronto to advocate the 
imposition by England of a duty on for­ 
eign graiu while Canadian grain be 
allowed to cuter free. 
By this means it 
is argued that the production of wheat 
in Canada would be encouraged to such 
an extent to supply England's needs, 
making her entirely independent of the 
supply she now receives from the Unit­ 
ed 
States. ’’—Special

The sarcophagus is located on the brow 
of the hill at the extreme southeast cor­ 
ner of the new portion of the cemetery 
A solid rot k foundation was first laid. 
Upon this ie erected a houselike tomb 
of brick, laid in cement, the walls of 
which are one foot thick 
This brick 
structure is incased in marble of throe 
inch thickness, the roof on the outside 
tieing pitched. 
The marble slabs, or panels, are in ­ 
laid into the corner pilasters, as are sev­ 
eral five inch marble pilasters at each 
side, the latter being set into the brick 
sides, so that it is impossible to pull the 
marble from the brickwork without 
tubing the bricks with It. 
The joints 
aro all perfect, as if made from one 
solid marble block und are all laid in 
plaster of paris and cement. 
At the 
frout swings an inch thick steel door, 
upon solid patent hinges 
The dimen­ 
sions of the sarcophagus are IO feet 6 
inches by 5 feet 6 inches on the outside, 
aud 6 feet 6 inches high on side walls 
aud 7 feet 6 inches to pitch of roof. 
The door is of Portland cement, aud 
over the door app* ars: “ 1828— R. J 
Smith,** with a place to put in the year

Twenty-one acres of ground have been 
secured for the construction of the arm y 
hospital at Savannah, and it is said 
th at the establishm ent will cover the 
whole tract and be the largest hospital 
m aintained under the auspices of tho 
fed**™I government. 
G enerally speak­ 
ing, the hospital at Savannah w ill be 
modeled after that at <)ld I oint, Va., 
w ith im provem ents suggested by ex­ 
perience. The ground plan of buildings 
there is triangular. Here it will be rec­ 
tangular, w ith covered ways connecting 
all of the buildings w ith each other 
and w ith the adm inistration building 
in the center of the group. 
There w ill 
be 49 buildings in al]. 
The cost of the 
S a v a n n a h establishm ent is to be $150, 
OOO, the full am onnt of the appropria 
lion, as against $100,000 for the V ir­ 
ginia hospital. 
The m aterial used will probably be 
Georgia pine. This wood is favored be­ 
cause of its refreshing, resinous, health 
fat smell, as well as the fact that it is 
a first class building m aterial and is 
readily at band. 
Speed in construction 
will he one of the control ling considera­ 
tions in aw arding the contract. 
It is 
proposed to have the whole plant in 
service during the early days of Ja n u ­ 
ary. 
The buildings are to be designed 
and constructed w ith a view to p e r 
maiienoy. Each building w ill be ceiled 
inside and under the floors so that 
drafts dangerous to invalids will be 
made impossible. 
The land has been 
leased for one year from Get. IO, w ith 
the option on the part of the govern­ 
m ent of extending the contract for an ­ 
other year. 
Each of the four sides of the quad 
rangle w ill contain a w a rd capable of 
accom modating 250 single beds, w ith 
ample space between, m aking room for 
1,000 beds in all. One ward w ill be set 
aside for surgical cases, and an inclosed 
passageway w ill connect it w ith a mod­ 
ern operating room. Besides the general 
wards, there will be private sickrooms 
for the accom modating of invalid offi­ 
cers. 
The plum bing is to be of a per­ 
m anent character, and the drain pipes 
will be connected w ith the city sewer 
system. Tho artesian w ater supply w ill 
be unlim ited. 
The heating w ill be by 
means of coal base burners. 
It has not 
been decided w hether the lighting will 
be by electricity or gas, but both are 
immediately at hand. 
There is an ice 
factory w ithin 50 yards of the site and 
ice is 15 cents per IOO pounds by retail. 
The officers’ quarters will be of two 
stories. 
The dorm itories for the nurses sent 
and hospital 
corps w ill occupy two 
buildings. The chief surgeon w ill have 
a private residence. 
All buildings are 
to bo lined between walls w ith tar pa­ 
lier and covered w ith shingles. 
Besides 
the ward buildings there will be an 
adm inistration’ building, 
blacksmith 
shop, painters’ shop, carpenters’ shop, 
plum bers’ shop, telegraph offioe, 
ex­ 
press office, postoffice, medical store­ 
house, dispensary, library and reading 
room, bakery, chapel, guardhouse, dead- 
house. oil aud machinery storehouse, 
fuel house aud stables. 
In short, the es­ 
tablishm ent is to be a complete com- 
rnonity,sufficient for all p u rp le s w Ullin 
itself. 
The site is at the corn*# of Bull 
street and Estill avenue. 
On one side 
is a trolley Hue, and on the other a 
st* am line, connected w ith all of the 
railw ays entering the city. It is expect- | 
ed th at the adm inistration building ami 
one of the wurds w ill be completed in 
about 80 days, when patients w ill begin 
to arriv e.— Special New York Post
